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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The amended drawings filed on December 11 th , 2006 are acknowledged and 
accepted by the examiner. While they correct for the vast majority of deficiencies with 
the previously submitted drawings, they fail to include page numbers in the form of 1/3, 
2/3, and 3/3. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Claim 1 recites "swivels about a vertical axis." While the use 
of casters and the drawings show such support, there is no language of "swivel" in the 
specification. It is recommended that applicant adds such language to provide for 
antecedent language for the claims. Further, claim 1 recites horizontal in regard to the 
wheels and claim 3 recites medial to lateral. While again, from the drawings, such 
language is supported, the specification does not have antecedent basis for the claim 
language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

Claim 3 recites "including one or more wheels rotatable about axes orientated 
generally medial to lateral." Applicant has already claimed wheels attached to the 
swivels. It is the examiner's understanding that applicant intends to merely further 
describe the wheels already being claimed in claim 1 (supported by specification) and 
not reciting additional wheels (not supported by specification). It is recommended 
instead of stating "including one or more wheels," to rather state wherein one or more of 
the wheels are rotatable about axes orientated generally medial to lateral. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 recite, "artificial joint replacement" but refers to it with the 
acronym "ADR." In applicant's specification, the term "disc" was used. Applicant must 
change the occurrences of "joint" with the term "disc" to be consistent with the 
specification and the acronym found in the claims as originally filed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
